STATISTICAL POSITION OF 
SHELLAC. 

Among the articles of commercial 
prominence which have recently chal- 
lenged the attention of the trade by 
reason of increased strength and a 
generally favorable position, shellac 


merits special mention. The partic- 
ular features of the market that call 
for comment are the absence of spec- 
ulative interest, the confidence which 
dealers have lately manifested in the 
ultimate range of values and the 
gradual development of firmness in 
the face of universal business depres- 
sion. This has been the situation for 
some time and the late advances in 
prices which we noted in our market 
reports, not only occasioned no sur- 
prise to the trade, but were regarded 
as alogical sequence of the conditions 
surrounding the market. 


In London and Oalcutta, with the 
exception of a few brief intervala, the 
salient aspects of the business have 
presented similar characteristics to 
those existing here. The question of 
the extent of the sticklac crop of 1892- 
93 has formed an important factor in 
the recent discussion of shellac pros- 
pects, while the available supplies of 
goods in the primary and principal 
distributing markets, as well as the 
nature and importance of the current 
and prospective demands, were given 
due consideration when drawing con- 
clusions as to the probable course of 
quotations. It seems to be the uni- 
versal belief that at no time within 
the past few months have stocks been 
excessive anywhere, but on the con- 
trary, Operations have been conduct- 
ed onthe hypothesis that relatively 
light supplies were held in all the 
great markets of the world. 

In this country no authentic record 
is kept of stocks remaining on hand 
and itis therefore impossible to state 
with accuracy what the holdings in 
the United States are atthe present 
time, but while it appears to be con- 
ceded that they are ample for tempo- 
rary requirements, the supplies would 
certainly not very long support an 
energetic demand. 

According to the government 
statistician the imports of shel- 
lac into the United States from 
January 1 to June 30, 1893, amount- 
ed to 3,206,501 pounds, divided as 
follows: January, 729,942 pounds; 
February, 438,115 pounds; March, 
914,840 pounds; April, 302,280 pounds; 
May, 399,625 pounds, and June, 421,- 
699 pounds. The aggregate of these 
figures indicates an increase of 417,- 
430 pounds over the receipts for the 
corresponding period of 1892, but this 
is probably due to the fact that the 
extensive importations during the 
year 1891 made it unnecessary to keep 
up heavy shipments in the first half 
of 1892. A comparison, however, of 
the quantities of shellac imported 
during the fiscal years ending June 
30, 1892 and 1893, establishes the fact 
that the receipts in the latter year 
were less by 705,534 pounds than they 
were in the preceding fiscal year, and 
the prospects now are that the total 
arrivals within the current calendar 
year will fall short of the record just 
mentioned. 

In illustration of the consumptive 
tendencies of the article we incorpor- 
ate the following figures, compiled 
from official sources, showing the im- 
ports of shellac into the United States 
during the past six years, viz:

The shipments from Calcutta to 
this country from November 1, 1892, 
to July 15, 1893, according to the 
latest information on the subject, 
amount to 26,400 owts., against 30,000 





cewts. during the like period in 1891-92, 
40,000 cwts. in 1890-91 and 36,700 cwts. 
in 1889-90,'thus disclosing a material 
reduction 'in ‘shipments during the 
present shellac season, as compared 
with the movement in previous years, 
and it would seem'that this position 
cannot;improve,’as the quantity now 
afloat to the United States from OCal- 
cutta is estimated at only 274 cases, 
while at the same in 1892 there were 
774 cases en route and 3,272 cases in 
1891. 

The situation in London is similar 
to that existing here. A comparison 
ofthe stocks there on the first of Aug- 
ust gives the following exhibit for the 
years specified, to wit: 1893, 32,433 
cases ; 1892, 41,080 cases; 1991, 35,237 
cases ; 1890, 49,253 cases; 1889, 69,105 
cases; 1888, 80,960 cases; each year 
showing a successive decrease in the 
available supplies. During the 
interval between January ist and 
July 3ist of the same years the 
imports into London were as follows: 
1893, 32,915 cases; 1892 35,630 cases ; 
1891, 28,413 cases; 1890, 23,891 cases; 
1889, 23,735 cases; 1888, 42,745 cases. 
The quantity now afloat to London is 
given at 823 cases, compared with 761 
cases last year at the same time, 116 
cases in 1891, 835 cases in 1890 and 
1,243 cases in 1889. The actual re- 
ceipts therein July were 2,719 cases 
and the deliveries amounted to 4,061 
cases, reducing the stock, as before 
stated, to 32,433 cases, which is less 
than the consuming requirements for 
eight months, 


There are excellent reasons for be- 
lieving that the quantity of shel- 
lac to come forward from Tndia 
will be below the average of re- 
cent seasons, the principal basia 
for this opinion being the scarcity 
of, and high price demanded 
for, stick lac in the primary markets. 
Recent advices state that the arrivals 
at Calcutta of the current crop 
amount to about 7,000 cases less than 
the receipts from the crop of 1891-92. 
In the local market, dealers have 
lately felt the effect of the general de- 
pression in business and the move- 
ment has been restricted to a narrow 
compass, but despite this fact values 
have steadily hardened and the last 
advance in quotations places the 
range higher than it has reached for 
a very longtime. In fact, taking the 
D. O. brand as a criterion, prices this 
week are higherin this market than 
they have been during the corres- 
ponding period of any year since 
1881. At the same time it is claimed 
that New York is to-day the cheapest 
shellac market in the world. From 
the files of the Reporter we gather 
the following quotations on D. O, 
shellac for the week ending August 
19 fora number of years past, from 
which it will be perceived that values 
are double to-day what they were in 
1887. Weenumerate: 1881, 40 cents; 
1882, 32 cents; 1883, 31% cents; 1884, 
24 cents; 1885, 19% cents; 1886, 17 
cents; 1887, 16% cents; 1888, 18% 
cents; 1889, 28 cents; 1890, 29% cents ; 
1891, 29 cents; 1892, 24 cents; 1893, 35 
cents. 

From the foregoing review the po- 
sition of shellac must be regarded as 
encouraging, the tendency being up- 
ward, and with the development of an 
active demand prices would doubt- 
less strengthen materially.

PALE ROSINS DECLINING. 


In the issue of the Reporter of July 
24 attention was called to the bull 
movement attempted by which cer- 
tain large dealers in pale grade rosins 
hoped to “corner” the market, That 
the attempt proved futile was due 
largely to the expose of the 
scheme by the Reporter, and this 
was made manifest by the fact 
that immediately after the article 
alluded to was published a cog: 
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sation of orders was noticeable 
and depreciation of values ensued. 
This was contrary to all the hopes of 
the would-be manipulators, and even 
now there are some who have not re- 
linqaished all hepe—who, although 
they had reason to fear a depreciation 
of prices, yet did not look for the 
enormous decline that has taken 
place. 

In order to demonstrate clearly the 
decline that has occurred, we will use 
water white rosin as an example. On 
July 22d this grade was firmly held 
at four dollars and thirty cents, on 
the 24th it declined to four dollars, 
the 26th witnessed a further decline 
of twenty five cents, August 3d it 
dropped to three dollars and fifty 
cents,and the following week to three 
dollars and a quarter, making a de- 
cline of over one dollar per barrel in 
less than three weeks, and even at 
the lowest figure ready purchasing 
was not a feature. 

When the market first evinced a 
tendency to break, certain commis- 
sion houses, who act as distributing 
agents for the manufacturers, began 
to withhold their receipts from the 
market, allowing only such supplies 
to pass into consumption as actual 
current requirements demanded. 
Hence an accumulation of supplies 
began and at the present time some 
twelve thousand barrels of the pale 
grades are controlled by these par- 
ties, and should they continue this 
policy, the supplies on the first of 
September will not be less, so itis 
claimed,than thirty thousand barrels. 
This will make the surplus stock of 
pale rosins here, in Europe and afloat 
about one hundred and ten thousand 
barrels, an enormous supply under 
favorable trade conditions, but sim- 
ply disastrous under the critical period 
of financial disturbance through 
which we are passing. 

The demand has fallen to a very 
low ebb, the soap makers having ei- 
ther abandoned manufacturing or 
being well supplied with pale rosing, 
no longer figure in the market as pur- 
chasers. Receipts continue heavy, 
the weather having been propitious 
for the manufacture of the finer 
grades, thus adding daily to the al- 
ready large stocks, and as the Euro- 
pean market is glutted with supplies, 
all hope of prompt unloading in that 
direction must be abandoned. 

The total amount of all grades of 
rosin exported during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1893, was 2,059,047 bar- 
rela as against 1,950,321 barrels for 


the corresponding period of 1892, or: 


an increase of 108,726 barrels. These 
figures in themselves are significant. 
The stock of rosin in Savannah is 
about 140,336 barrels as against 71,381 


barrels for the same time last year,

JULY PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 


The reports of the several pipe 
lines giving the production and de- 
liveries of petroleum during the 
month of July, and the stock held by 
each at the close of the month, make 
@ very bullish exhibt, the runs show- 
ing a decrease, the deliveries a large 
increase over the unprecedented ftig- 
ures of June, and the stocks a de- 
crease much larger than that of any 
preceding month of the present year, 
The shipments during the past month 
were the largest of any month in the 
history of the petroleum business, 
and give evidence of the enormous 
development of the consumption of 
this product, This large increase is 
due to the expansion of the export 
trade in this article, although there 
is a ateady growth of the consump- 
tion in the United States. Most 


marked have been the increased 
shipments to far eastern countries, 
although the demand from Europe 
has also been larger than ever before. 
At the rate of increase which has de-

veloped in our foreign trade, our 
present developed sources of supply 
will be taxed to their utmost, and 
soon new fields will have to be ex- 
ploited to supply the demand, There 
need, however, be no fear of a scare 
city of oil, as other sections at pres- 
ent not available by reason of their 
remotedess may in the future be re- 
lied upon to to make up the decreas- 
ing productiveness ef the older flelds. 
The total consumption of crude pe- 
troleum of all grades and from all 
sources now exceeds 150,000 barrels 
per day, and probably reaches 160,000 
barrels, an amount which but a few 
years ago would have been regarded 
as entirely Munchausenish and be- 
fore the discovery of oil in Ohio im- 
possible by reason of the inade- 
quacy of the supply. The oex- 
pansion of the demand is, of 
course, in the main due to the 
extremely low price at which 
the products are sold, but this enor- 
mous drain on our resources must 
sooner or later cause an appreciation 
of values in obedience to the inex- 
orable exaction of the law of supply 
and demand. 


The runs during July reached @ 
total of 2,635,707 barrels, which is @ 
decrease of 8,345 barrels. The aver- 
age daily runs were 85,022 barrels, 
while the average in June was 88,135 
barrels. the apparent disparity being 
due to the difference of one day in the 
length of the two months. Although 
July showed a decrease in the runs 
they were over 11 ,000 barrels in ex- 
cess of the average of the first six 
months of the present year. The 
total deliveries during July amounted 
to 3,318,320 barrels, which is the larg- 
est amount ever delivered in one 
month and exceeds the June deliver- 
ies by 245,654 barrels, and exceeds the 
average of the preceding six months 
by over 500,000 barrels, and of the. 
average of the twelve months of 1892 
by over 900,000 barrels. The average 
daily deliveries were 107,000 barrels, 
while the average during last year 
was barely 80,000 barrels. From this 


‘afair conception may be gained of 


tlle enormous and rapid increase in 
the consumption of this product. The 
total stocks in possession of the sev- 
eral pipe lines at the close of the 
month was 14,928,679 barrels, which 
sbows a decrease during the month 
of 642,396 barrels, or a shrinkage at 
the rate of 20,396 barrels per day. 
‘The stocks are now lower than they 
have been at any time since the close 
of November, 1891. The decrease 
since the beginning of the present 
year amounts to 2,466,710 barrels, 
which is at an average rate of 352,387 
barrels per month. The decrease be- 
gan in October last] when the stocks 
amounted to 18,844,987 barrels. 

The report of the Buckeye Pipe 
Line Company, giving the statistics 
of Ohio oil for the month of July, 
makes an entirely different exhibit 
from that of the Pennsylvania pipe 
lines, there having been an increase 
in runs, a decrease in the shipments 
and an increase in the stocks, The 
runs during July amounted to 1,289,. 
991 barrels, which shows an increase 
over the runs during the month pre- 
ceding of 44,111 barrels. The average 
runs during the first six months of the 
present year were 1,116,078 barrels, 
and the excess over this of the July 
runs was 173,913 barrels. There has 
been a steady increase in the output 
of the Ohio fields during the past 
three months and during February 
last the runs amounted to less than 
1,000,000 barrels. The deliveries dur- 
ing July reached a total of 1,152,374 
barrels, the smallest amount of any 
month since July, 1891. The decrease 
compared with the June deliveries is 
101,469 barrels, and compared with 
the average of the first six months of 
the current year is 122,497 barrels, 


The decrease from the average of the 
twelve months of last year is 233,604 
The total net stocks of Ohio 


barrels,

The animal commonly known as the 
musk-ox (Ovibos moschatus), though 
approaching in size the smaller varie- 
ties of oxen, is in structure and hab- 
its closely allied to the sheep, its affin- 
ities being well expressed by the gen- 
eric name Ovibos bestowed upon it by 
De Blainville. The specific name, as 
also the common English appellatives, 
**Musk-ox,” ‘‘Musk-buffalo,” or 
‘*Musk-sheep,” applied to it by vari- 
ous authors, refer to the musky odor 
which the animal exhales. This does 
not appear to be due to the secretion 
of a special gland, as in the case of 
the musk-deer; but it must be ob- 
served that, except as regards the os- 
teology, very little is known of the 
anatomy of this species. It about 
equals in size the small Welsh and 
Scotch cattle.—Naiure. 


The analyst for the County Council 
of Warwickshire in his report for the 
quarter ending June 30, says 250 sam- 
ples of food and drugs were submit- 
tedto him. A samp'e of cocoa was 
adulterated with starch and sugar, 
and was one of the cocoas usually 
sold in packets, with a label, printed 
in microscopically small type, to the 
effect that the article: was sold asa 
mixture. Doubtless many purchas- 
ersof these preparations were una- 
ware of the fact that they were not 
buying genuine cocoa, and conse. 
quently these articles found a ready 
sale. Une of the seven samples of pep- 
per was adulterated with 5 per cent. 
of what is commercially known as 
“poivrette.”’ This substance consis- 
ted of ground olive stones, and was 
actually prepared for the sole purpose 
of being used as an adulterant for 
pepper. 


M. Petit states that gynocardic 
acid can be prepared in the following 
manner: Take any convenient quan- 
tity of Chaulmoogra oil, and saponify 
it by means of soda lye (36°). Then 
add to the mixture twice its weight of 
water, and bring to a boil, constantly 
agitating. Test tosee when saponi- 
fication is complete, then add common 
salt in sufficient quantity to throw 
out thesoap; cool, collect the soap, 
and wash rapidly with a little water. 
Now decompose the soap by treating 
it in a suitable vessel with sulphuric 
or hydrochloric acid, heating to aid 
decomposition. Wash the freed acid 
with warm water, then dissolve in 60 
per cent. spirit in the proportion of 
100 grams of the acid in a liter of 
spirit, warming to dissolve. The 
acid crystallizes out from the spirit, 
and more can bes obtained by distill- 
ing the filtrate. The acid ts finally 
freed from alcohol by warming on @ 
water bath.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Nueva Buente Oil Oo. has been 
organized at Los Angeles, Cal., with 
@ capital of $250,000, to operate oil 
wells, refining plants, etc. 


Several wells are due shortly in the 
fourth sand pool northeast of Venice, 
but the wells that have made their 
debut since the Forest Oil Co.’s ini- 
tial well on the Kelso was completed 
have all fallen so far below it in size 
that the incoming wells have been 
robbed of much of the interest that 
would otherwise have attended them, 


The wells already in at Mannington 
and those expected on Fishing Creek 
and its tributaries are about all that 
engage much attention or excite any 
discussion nowadays. The former are 
somewhat phenomenal as they start 
out but soon decline. The first good 
deep sand well drilled there by the 
South Penn some two orthree months 
ago opened business at somewhere 
near 1,000 bbls. a day, but is now not 
doing 25 bbls. The Delmars well on 
the Holbert, now over two weeks old, 
has materially declined, while the 
South Penn’s Tetrick, so far the 


largest at the beginning, has dropped 
fully one-half. They possess no stay- 
ing qualities. 


The most important oil develop- 
ments ever made in the Ohio Valley 
have: been made in two West Virginia 
flelds during the past week, The 
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South Pennsylvania OCompany’s two 
wells on Fish Oreek, Wetzel county, 
came in, flowing at the rate of 300 
barrels per day. The wells are mid- 
way between the Sistersville and 
Washington fields, twenty miles 
from each, and open up a vast 
amount of entirely new territory. In 
the Mannington field to the east on 
the next “~ the Delmore and South 
Penn Uil Company’s advance test 
wells developed into gushers of 1,500 
barrels a day each. These wells are 
five miles in advance of all previous 
developments and the greatest pro- 
a ever found east of the Ohio 
ver. 








MISCELLANEOUS. 


N. W. D. A. Meeting Fares, 


The Committee on Passenger Routes 
and Rates for Delegates have pro- 
gressed so far in their arrangements 
as to warrant them in making a pre- 
liminary aor which will doubtless 
prove highly satisfactory. The re- 
port is as follows: 

The Oommittee on Passenger 
Routes and Rates for Delegates re- 
pt te report that the traffic asso- 
ciations have agreed to issue round- 
trip tickets from all points at one and 
one-third fare to Detroit and return. 
Parties attending who wish to avail 
themselves of the benetit of this re- 
duction must purchase a full-fare 
ticket to Detroit, and at the same 
time secure a certificate from the 
agent from whom they purchased 
their ticket, which will entitle them, 
after it has been properly indorsed by 
the secretary of the N. W. D. A.,

Quicksilver in California. 


San Franoisco, Aug. 7, 1893, 


The leading event in quicksilver for 
the past week, and even for some 
months, has been the drop in the price 
that took place on the ist of August. 
This reduces at once the price to $40 
for 50 flasks and upwards, and $4(.50 
for all under that quantity. This 
is the oe change that has hap- 
pened in the market in along time, 
and although the decline has followed 
a similar one in London this is some- 
thing that has long been looked for. 
The reason given is the cessation of 
work in so many silver mines in the 
West. This reduces the quantity of 
quicksilver used in the mines of this 
coast toa minimum. The producers 
are now looking forward anxiously to 
the meeting of Congress to see if 
some relief will not be afforded to the 
silver producers, If there is not it 
may perhaps go even lower, as we 
will have a much increased quantity 
for export. The present price is the 
lowest since 1890 and is $1.50 lower 
than the lowest price in 1892. Of 
course the reason which operates in 
closing down the silver mines on this 
coast will also operate wherever sil- 
ver is mined. The uncertainty is 
great and the producers are in no 
amiable mood, as a reduction of $3 a 
flask means a loss of close to $100,000 
on the year’s output, should the mar- 
ket keep down that long. For the 
week the exports were light—50 flasks 
valued at $2,100 to Mexico, by the 
Newbern. This steamer used to carry 
out consignments worth in the aggre- 
gate $10,000 on a trip.

Recent Appraisers’ Decisions. 


ARTISTS’ OIL COLORS IN TUBES—WHITE 
LEAD, OCHER, UMBER, ETC, 


In the matter of the protests of 
Frost. & Adams, against the decision 
of the collector of customs at Boston 
as tothe rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain colors in tubes, 
imported June 2 and August 17, 1891, 
the following is the opinion by Gene- 
ral Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The merchandise consists of white 
lead, ocher, umber and other colors, 
allin oil, and put up in small metal 
tubes, such as are used by artists, 
and are similar to the articles covered 
by G, A. 364. 

In accordance with said ruling and 
with a recent decision of the circuit 
court for this district, we affirm the 
assessment of duty at 26 per cent. 
under paragraph 61, N. T, 





MEDICINAL PREPARATIONS—OHLORAL HY- 
DRATE 


In the matter of the protests of L. 
Engelhorn et al., against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain chloral 


hydrate, imported per vessels and at 
dates named in schedule annexed, the 
following is the opinion by General 
Appraiser Lunt: 

We find that: 1. The protestants 
imported into the port of New York 
since October 6, 1890, as specified in 
the annexed schedule, certain chloral 
hydrate crystals, upon which duty 
Was assessed at 50 cents per pound 
under paragraph 74, N. T., as a medi- 
cinal preparation, in the preparation 
of which alcohol is used. 

2. Chloral hydrate is produced by 
manufacturing chemists for commer- 
cial purposes by the action of dry 
chlorine gas on anhydrous or abso- 
lute alcohol, When the alcohol will 
absorb no more chlorine, it is gradu- 
ally heated to 140° F., agitated with 
sulphuric acid and the hydrochloric 
acid permitted to escape. Theresult- 
ing product is purified with lime and 
is known as anhydrous chloral. This 
chloral is mixed with water, and hy- 
drate in crystalline form is the pro- 
duct, and is now the subject of con- 
sideration. 

3. This preparation is medicinal 
and especially valuable in causin 
—_ and relaxing spasms. It is ad- 
ministered to patients —— in 
doses from 15 to 30 grains in a 
simple solution with water, or 
the taste may be disguised by 
an admixture of various flavoring 


substances, and it is adminis- 
tered powdered, iuclosed in cap- 
sules or in suppositories, It is also 


used externally as the active com- 
ponent in liniments and ointments, 
or applied in powdered form on plas- 


rs. 

4. Itis dispensed by druggists in 
its form as imported in powders, and 
in various combinations as before 
stated. 

5. This merchandise was prepared 
according to the usual and most eco- 
nomical method, and the same is a 
medicinal preparation of which alco- 
holis nota component part, but in 
the preparation of which alcohol is 
used, and it is commercially known 
as a medicinal preparation. 

6. Chloral hydrate may be produced 
from various saccharine or starchy 
substances by the operation of chem- 
ical processes, bu such methods are 
experimental an’ not commercially 
practicable.

in some cases it is claimed that the 
act is unconstitutional. 

A very large number of medicinal 
preparations are chemical compounds 
or aalts. Whole schedules of the tar- 
iff are made to cover various chem- 
ical compounds, either by denomina- 
tive enumeration of the substances 
or by general classification dependent 
upon the origin or principal compon- 
ent elements thereof or some special 
characteristic effect or use. For in- 
stance coal tar colors or dyes (para- 

raph 18) are chemical compounds 
Raving tinctorial power. Ooal tar 
preparations (paragraph 19) not colors 
or dyes are chemical compounds the 
dominant characteristic elements of 
which are derived from coal tar. 

It seems to us that paragraphs 74 
and 75 embrace preparations havin 
real, fancied, or alleged mediciua 
properties and uses, and such pre 
arations, whatever their form or body 
and however produced, are specially 
covered by the provisions of these 

aragraphs, unless specially provided 
or elsewhere, Drugs of vegetable 
origin, which have been advanced in 
condition by refining or grinding or 
by other process of manufacture, but 
which have not lost their identity, are 
specially provided for in paragraph 
24. In many paragraphs from 1 to 
93, chemical compounds having me- 
dicinal properties are specially pro- 
vided for, and it seems a@ reasonable 
belief that Congress intended to ex- 
clude from paragraph 76 all chemical 
compounds which are medicinal prep- 
arations. A careful investigation of 
the practical application of the pro- 
visions of paragraph 74 will demon- 
strate that the general effect of its 
provisions is equitable and not un- 
reasonable. Al! fluid medicinal prep- 
arations, including proprietary prep- 
arations containing alcohol,are there- 
by made dutiable at 50 cents per 
pound. One gallon of alcohol weighs 
approximately 8 pounds, and thus a 
rate of duty is imposed which practi- 
cally excludes nostrums and bitterr 
capable of use as intoxicants, whil 
genuine extracts and preparations fi 
a dry or semisolid form, butin the 
preparation of which alcohol has 
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been used, do not become subject to 
such a high duty in proportion to 
their value. 

For instance, some alkaloids and 
chemical compounds, in the prepara- 
tion of which alcoho! is used are 
newly discovered remedies and pro- 
ducts, very costly in the country of 
oe and are mostly protected 

y letters patent. 

Under a specific duty, such as Oon- 
gress has provided,some of these val- 
uable remedies for the relief of 
human suffering are available for 
general use at prices near their for- 
eign cost, since 60 cents per pound 
duty is too small a percentage of the 
value to perceptibly affect the selling 
price, but 26 per cent, duty would add 
from $10 to $30 per pound to the 
selling price of some which are not 
manufactured in this country. 

On the other hand the whole policy 
of the law indicates that whenever 
distilled spirits are consumed ia the 
production of substances imported, a 
rate of duty is imposed thereon which 
to some extent equalizes the situation 
between foreign and domestic pro- 
ducers, in view of the fact that alco- 
hol is a cheap commodity abroad but 
subject.to a high duty and tax in the 
United States. Thus alcohol is duti- 
able at $2.60 per gallon (paragraph 
329), or about 30 cents per pound; al- 
coholic perfumery $2 per galion and 
60 per cent. ad valorem ; and alcoholic 
compounds not specially provided for 
at $2 per gallon and 26 per cent. ad 
valorem (paragraph 8.) 

The words found in paragraph 74, 
viz; “Or in the preparation of which 
alcohol is used,’’ must be given some 


force. If alcohol is a eomponent part | fH 


of a preparation, it is separable by 
distillation as free alcohol; it may 
be used asa solvent, precipitant, or 
purifying agent, and still not be a 
component part of the final product; 
or the alcohol may vanish by chem- 
ical transformation into a new chem- 
ical constitution. Thus it is seen that 


the words “‘orin the preparation of | Bris 
which alcohol has been used,”’ have a | Hull 


clear meaning and force construed as 
they arefound. If therefore, we find 
alcohol as a component part of a me- 
dicinal preparation, such preparation 
must necessarily be a liquid or so- 
called semisolid, anda mixture from 
which the alcohol is separable by dis- 
tillation. If, on the other hand, alco- 
hol has beed used in the preparation 
such preparation is not necessarily a 
liquid; it may be a dry powder or 
crystal in which not even a single 
element of alcohol remains, nor into 
which any of its elements have been 
transformed. 

We have in this case evidence 
which was not produced to the Uni- 
ted States circuit court at St. Louis 
in the case of Battle & Co., where the 
same article was passed upon and 
held to be dutiable under paragraph 
76, the court below expressing doubt. 
We have statements from the Ger- 
man manufacturers of the merchan- 
dise covered by these invoices, who 
furnish the bulk of all chloral im- 
ported here, in which they assert that 
this chloral hydrate is made from al- 
cohol and chlorine gas, and that it is 
not commercially practicable to man- 
ufacture it by any other process. If 
this was anjisolated case{not involving 
@ principle affecting the classification 
of an extensive line of medicinal 
preparations, the classification of 
which has been generally regarded as 
settled, we should follow the decision 
referred to, but so much hardshi 
embarrassment, and uncertainty will 
result from so doing that we feel con- 
strained ,to affirm our previous de- 
cisions, feeling justified in so doing 
by additional evidence which we have 
obtained, 

nae found that chloral hydrate 
isa medicinal preparation of which 
alcohol is not a component part but 
in the preparation of which alcohol is 
used, we hold that it is dutiable at 
60 cents per pound, under paragraph 
74, N. T, and that the act is constitu- 
tional and valid. 

The protests are overruled,

The export of linseed during May 
and June, remarks a Calcutta paper— 





Capital—was the largest on record for 


any two consecutive months, the total 
shipments to all ports having been 
about 600,000 quarters, as compared 
with 439,000 quarters exported during 
the same two months of 1892, which, 
up to that period, was the larg- 
est on record. Since the commence- 
ment of the season, say March 1, the 
export has been about 810,000 quarters 
and for July the clearances are esti- 
mated to be 180,000 quarters. If an 
average crop availabie for shipment 
be taken at, say, 1,366,000 quarters, 
the balance remaining for shipment 
up to the end of next February will 
not exceed 400,000 quarters, say about 
65,000 to 70,000 tons, during seven 
months, ‘As two-thirds of the 
crop,” adds the Calcutta paper, 
“will have been exported at the end 
of July, shippers had better avoid en- 
tering into large freight engagements 
for forward shipment. The dealers 
having disposed of the largest por- 
tion of their stocks at very remunera- 
tive prices, will doubtless hold the 
balance off the market unless they 
obtain their rates. The remarkable 
featnre regarding the export of 
linseed during the above two 
months is the great increase in 
the quantity sent to the Oonti- 
nental ports. It looks as if the new 
crushing mills at Dunkirk and Am- 
sterdam, with their latest improve- 
ments in machinery, are producing a

White Lead.—The past week has 
been a very quiet one as regards the 
demand for this article for prompt 
delivery. Only such orders as im- 
mediate wants require to finish up 
contracts for painting made some 
months ago are the order of 
the day. Oollections have only been 
fair, though the past few days they 
have in come rather better. There 
have been some cheap lots of outside 
makes sold at a low figurein the east, 
but beyond this trade has moved 
along in its usual channel. Values 
remain as previously quoted at 6c for 
dry and 6%c for lead in oil and up- 
wards, less the usual discount. 

Litharge.—The closing down of the 
rubber and glass factories has about 
stopped the demand for this article 
forthe moment, There is, however, 
rather more inquiry for fall delivery, 
but sales of any magnitude are the 
exception. Values for this class of 
goods remain steady at 54%@5c as 
to quantity and date of delivery. The 
other higher grades are very dull at 
the moment, with 6@7%c quoted as 
to quality and quantity,less the usual 
discount. 

Orange Mineral—The large con- 
sumption of the French for various 
uses tends to keep prices very steady 
at 104%@10%c as to quantity and date 
of delivery. We note sales of 15 tons 
within the range. German at the 
moment is very —— the low prices 
named for future delivery apparently 
fails to attract buyers, or round 
lots they are quoting 74%@7\%c, but 
for jobbing parcels 7%@7%c 13 quo- 
ted. Domestic is unchanged at 8%@ 
8%c as to quantity, less the usual 
discount, 

Red Lead.—During the past few 
days there has been rather more 
sales effected for shipment. for which 
they are asking 6@6%c as to make, 
quantity and date of arrival. It is 
reported that 25 tons sold on the spot 
at 5 85c sharp cash. Domestic makes, 
while not active, are meeting witha 
good jobbing demand when all things 
are considered. Values remain steady 
at 64%@7c as to quality and quantity, 
less the usual discount. 

Zincs.—The deliveries during the 
past few days have been far in excess 
of those for the same — last, 
month. Grinders generally are draw- 
ing quite freely upon existing copn- 
tracts. the drop in prices evidently 
having stimulated trading. For the 
present we quote 4@4%c as to quality 
and quantity. There is almost no 
demand for French, either for spot or 
for future delivery. What little is 
being done is deliveries upon existing 
contracts. 

Pig Lead.—Only small sales are 
being made for immediate consump- 
tion for which, 3 30@8 36c is generally 
quoted. There is not much inclination 
to stock up, neither are sellers 
anxious to sell large lots at current 
figures. St. Louis is quoted at 3 10@ 
3 12%c. 

Drv Colors. . 

Carmine.— The market for this 
color during the past week has not 
been over active, and such gales as 
were reported were of small character 
designed for immediate use. Prices 
continue as belore, viz: $2 75in bulk,

bottles as to quantity. 

Vermilion.—There remains littie to 
be said concerning the movement or 
this color.

The English Tallew Trade. 


A retrospect of the trade in this 
article for the present year, so far, 
shows that the market hasundergone 
some rather violent changes, which 
have been such as to test the stability 
and soundness of its position to the 
utmost, and pruve to those connected 
with the business that it has more 
vitality in its composition than is or- 
dinarily supposed. Everybody re- 
members how, during the first two 
month of 1893, "after a tedious spell of 
languor and inactivity, the demand 
for tallow, in common with that for 
seed, vegetable, and fish oils, sud- 
dénly became astonishingly brisk, 
and through the joint action of the 
heme trade, exporters and specula- 
tors, prices rapidly advanced from 8s 
to 143 per cwt,, the finer and “edible” 
sorts exhibiting the greatest rise. 
Low to fine colonial beef, which at the 
end of last year ranged from 22s to 
26s 6d, at the close of February fetch- 
ed 30s to 35s; and mutton, that at the 
cheapest period could be had at 23s 
to 28s 6d, was afterwards readily taken 
at 33s to 42s 3d. the latter price being 
paid for edible qualities, such as 
manufacturers of ‘‘oleo”’ or margarine 
and mixtures generally used in their 
preparations. The pace at which the 
market was going at this time, how- 
ever, was too fast to be kept up long,

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Cottonseed Oil asa Source of Rubber. 


BY C, B, WARRAND, 


Products from drying vegetable 
oils having been employed for many 
years as substitutes for rubber or 
caoutchoue, a description of theirem- 
ployment in the. past will probably 
be of some interest to your readers, 
as it stronly indicates the adaptabil- 
ity of cottonseed oil as one of the 
best substitutes for rubber, if rubber 
obtained from same is not an arti- 
ficial rubber. 

If linseed oil, for instance, be 
brought to a thick glue like consis- 
tency by boiling forat least twent 
four hours and dilute nitric acid 
added and the boiling be contineed 
for several hours longer, the linseed 
oil will be changed to a plastic mass, 
which will become hard on exposure 
tothe air. On dipping this mass in 
hot water it regains ita softness, and 
on cooling it hardens again. 
product is the caoutchouc or rubber 
of drying vegetable oil, which can be 
produced from any vegetable drying 
oil, but less economically than from 
linseed oil, 

Nitric acid is one of the best oxi- 
dizing agents, and the production of 
this vil caoutchouc is evidently a re- 
sult of the oxidation of the linseed 
oil, Just in the same way cottonseed 
oil can be oxidized and will form a 
rubber or caoutchouc, although dif- 
ferent means have to bo used for the 
effective oxidation of cottonseed oil, 
as itis not strictly a drying oil, but 
it is an intermediate between drying 
and non-drying oils. 

This oil caoutchouc is of consider- 
able ‘commercial importance, as it 
forms the basis of a great number of 
industrial products. If linseed caout- 
chouc is mixed with litharge, it is ex- 
cellently adapted to the manufacture 
of bougies, catheters, flexible sounds 
and many other surgical instruments, 
and it has been used for this purpose 
for many years. 

The oil caoutchouc can also be 
readily vulcanized by chloride of sul- 
phur dissolved in benzine or carbon 
disulphide, with or without thé ad- 
mixture of m ec lime or baryta, 
or various lead, copper, zinc or anti- 
mony oxides. "It is #0 largely used 
in the manufacture of linoleum or 
oilcloth; it also makes a very good 
water proof material, if a small quan- 
tity of natural rubber is added, Lin-

There is no known way to ascertain 
the quantity of pure rubber employed 
in finished products by the way of a 
chemical analysis. The only known 
way to approximate the purity of 
finished rubber products is by the 
specific gravity of the same. Hence 
a substitute which has the same spec- 
ific gravity, the same elasticity, the 
same faculty to vulcanize, is a very 
valuable substitute, if it is not of 
identically the same chemical com- 
position. 

Bubber is composed of nine atoms 
of carbon and seven of hydrogen. It 
is, however, quite probable that there 
is a more complex mixture of various 
hydrocarbons, which have so far not 
been ascertained. 

The composition of olein is eigh- 
teen atoms of carbon, thirty-four 
atoms of hydrogen and two atoms of 
oxygen. This formula divided by two 
would give nine atoms of carbon, the 
same as rubber, seventeen atoms of 
hydrogen and one atom of oxygen. 
Assuming that ten atoms of hydro- 
gen were combined with the atom of 
oxygen, and other oxygen from some 
other source—from the atmospheric 
air, for instance, by heat, sunlight or 
electricity, or from some oxidizing 
agent like ozone—the result would be 
chemically pure rubber and water, 
which would evaporate.—Manu/fac- 
turers Record.

Java Petroleum. 


The Dortsche Petroleum Oompany 
commenced operations about the 
middle of 1888 with a capital of 350,- 


000 florins (about £92,000), and is re- 


puted to have paid last year a divi- 
dend of 80 percent. At Wonokromo, 
five miles and a half from Sourabaya, 
it has erected a large refinery, em- 
ploying some 200 men. The oilis 
procured at present from wells in a 
village called Djabokkoto, four miles 
from Wonokromo, being conveyed to 
the refinery by pipes. At Djabak- 
koto there are twenty-seven wells 
varying in depth from 100 to 800 feet. 
The density of the oil is 23 °to 42°. 
At another village (Gogor) there are 
six wells, the deepest being 1,850 feet. 
There is also a gas well at Gogor with 
@ pressure of 438 lbs. The gas is 
utilized for stoking purposes. The 
area of the Dortsche Petroleum Com- 
papy’s concessions in different parts 
of Java is about 150,000 bahoes (a 
bahoe is an acre and three-quarters). 
At present there are about 9v,000 tins 
of oil obtained every month, which 
will soon be increased to double that 
amount. The oil costs packed in 
tins and cases, 2°29 florins per case, 
and is sold in Sourabaya by agents of 
the company for 3 62% to 3 66 florins, 
The company buys up empty tins and 
cases, and utilizes them for its oil. 

There is another concession for 
petroleum. The Goenoeng Sarie— 
granted by the government to a Ohi- 
uese family, the Twan Lok, witha 
registered capital of 300 000 florins; 
but they are reputed to have formed 
a Chinese company with 4,000,000 
florins cupital. At present this com- 
pany has an area of 260 baboes, upon 
which there are three wells of from 75 
to 350 feet deep. The wells of 75 feet 
depth discharges 396,000 litres (1 liter 
2°118 pints) in twenty four hours, the 
oil having a density of 17°. This com- 
pany has been working for only a 
few months, and anticipa'es putting 
in a plant of sufficient capacity to de- 
liver 100,0uU litres per mouth. Labor 
ischeap. The labor cust per foot for 
sinkiug the wells averages one florin 
for the first 160 feet. ‘Twelve wells 
are being a down near Pasverolan, 
Kedirie, Toebang, Semone, and 
Banjoewangie, concessions having 
been granted and companies formed 
for petroleum.

Besides the stock of flax in Chicago 
Minneapolis élevators report 16,886 
bushels in store at that point, thus 
swelling the available quantity in 
sight in the Northwest to 94,664 bush- 
els, Arrivals have been fairly liberal, 
footing up 174 cars, as against 124 
last week. Of the total quantity re- 
ceived, 156 cars graded as No,

Specific Gravity of Bleaching Powder 
Solutions. 


BY CLAYTON BEADLE, 


The paper on the above subject, by 
Lunge and Bachofen, appearing in 
No. 321 of the Chemical Trade Jour- 
nal, will be found of great value to 
manufacturers. As, however, the 
table as it stands will convey little 
a to some practical men, I 
have taken the liberty of calculating 
the specific gravity into degrees 
Twaddell, and the grams of available 
chJorine per liter into pounds of 
bleaching powder per ten gallons. 
By means of the following table a 
manufacturer can, at a glance, find 
the strength of any bleaching solu- 
tion in terms of dry bleaching pow-

The percentage of bleaching pow- 
der is calculated on the assumption 
that it contains 35 per cent. available 
chlorine. Hitherto the only basis 
that porer makers and other consum- 
ers of bleaching powder have had to 
go upon, as farasI am aware, is the 

eneral understanding that a bleach- 

ng powder solution of 12° Tw. con- 
tains one pound per gallon, or a solu 
tion of 6° I'w. contains half a pound 
per gallon. But nowhere have I seen 
even this stated in print. The above 
determinations, calculated from the 
figures of Lunge and Bachofen, agree 
very closely with determinations 
made with solutions prepared ona 
large scale, such as with a solution 
made by dissolving one ton of bleach- 
ing powder. In order to titrate such 
a solution with rapidity, it is best to 
take 10 cc., make up to 100 cc. and 
titrate 10 cc, of this with N-10 arsen- 
ious acid. The number of cc. used 
gives pounds of bleaching powder per 
tea gallons without calculation.— 
Chem. Trade Journal.

Absolute Alcohol. 


BY EDWARD R, SQUIBB, M. D, 


A very considerable experience in 
the manufacture of so called ‘‘abso- 
lute alcohol” for the market up to 
1884 convinced the writer that really 
anhydrous alcohol had not yet been 
obtained. 

During the latter part of 1883 and 
the early part of 1884 the subject was 
investigated with care, and the re- 
sults were published by the writer in 
the Ephemeris for May, 1884. This 
paper opens with the following para- 

aphs, which are as true to-day as 
they were ten years ago: 

“It appears to be very certain that 
no alcohol has yet been rendered en- 
tirely anhydrous, and therefore the 
term ‘absolute,’ as applied to any yet 
made, is not strictly correct. or all 
practical purposes, however, it is a 
very convenient term by which to 
designate a rather indefinite sub- 
stance, but one nowapplied to a great 
many important uses, and therefore 
itself growing in importance. 

“Tt is not difficult to get alcohol 
practically free from all impurities, 
including water as one, but to free it 
from the last one thousandth part cf 
water is very difficultindeed—so diffi- 
cult that traces of this ultimate frac- 
tion of water have, so far, always been 
retained. Hence in considering it as 
absolute alcohol, it can only be re- 
garded as being freer from all 
other impurities than from water, and 
as being more or less free from 
water. No alcohol should be called 
absolute, however, that contains less 
than 99°4 per cent. by the best deter- 
minations. When carefully freed 
from all impurities except water, 
specific gravity becomes & very ac- 
curate indication of strength, and it 
has always been reiied upon as the 
decisive test of strength. For many 
years each careful observer re-

which the’ progress of knowledge sup- 
plied, and the object of this note is to 
show that improvement in these ap- 
pliances is not yet at an end.” 

The paper then goes on to show 
that by slow, cold percolation through 
quicklime and simple distillation, al- 
cohol in large quantites had been ob- 
tained that was of lower specific grav- 
ity than the lowest given by the best 
of the authorities on the subject. 
Over thirty determinations were 
found, and hardly any two or these 
were in fair accord Some of the 
best and most generally quoted of 
these authorities are examined and 
and discussed with the conclusion 
that ‘it is particularly unfortunate 
that ‘the three most generally ac- 
cepted authorities should, by the con- 
struction of their elaborate tables 
upon erroneous bases, have misled 
the world for s0 many years upon 
this enormous interest. 

Then, commencing with an alcohol 
that was already below all the author- 
ities found, and yet known to contain 
traces of water, the attempt was made 
to reach a still lower degree of hydra 
tion. The means adopted, and the 
checks upon the work, and the results 
are carefully described in detail with 
the hope and expectation that more 
capable hands would go over the 
work to correct or confirm it, since it 
was much too important to be accept- 
ed without confirmation by other in- 
vestigators. Nearly nine years have 
now passed since the publication of 
this paper, and yet notwithstanding 
the importance of the subject, no 
further investigations have been 
noticed.

This 
last improvement seems to fairly sat 
isfy these conditions, and in practice 
answers very well. 


The bottle is an ordinary 500 c.c. 
flask old enough to have reached its 
maximum contraction, and so large 
that errors of reading and weighing 
are well within the design of reaching 
the sixth decimal place with tolerable 
accuracy. A flask was selected with 
narrow neck, and the graduation 
mark low in the neck. The neck was 
cut off just above the mark and was 
thickened and shaped for stoppering. 
A piece of barometer tubing fifteen to 
twenty cm. in length was expanded 
into along stopper at one end and 
carefully ground into the flask neck. 
Then 500 grams of recently boiled dis- 
tilled water was put into the flask and 
stopper and the whole cooled in an 
iced bath to 4° O., (39°2° F.) The water 
in the tube stopper should then be 
near the lower end, but if not, the end 
is ground off until the meniscus for 4° 
O., is just above the ground part of 
the stopper. The 600 grams of water 
and the 4° C., temperature being then 
again accurately adjusted, a mark 
was made at the lower limb of the 
meniscus. "8 bath was then warmed 
up to 26° O., (77° F.,) and when the 
water had ceased to rise in the tube 
after the temperature of the bath had 
been held constant for half an 
bour, another mark was made, 
the tube being of such a caliber 
that the two marks should be 
about ten cm. (four in.) apart. 
Any excess in the length of 
the tube above the upper mark was 
then cut off, and a liberal section of a 
very much ‘larger tube was put on. 
This larger portion was about 2°4 cm. 
(1 in.) in diameter, and about seven 
em, (2% in.) long. drawn into a nar- 
row neck at the top, and the neck 
fitted with a flat qromns glass stop- 
per which had a - illary passage 
through its center. The tube portion 
of the stopper was then graduated in 
fifty equal subdivisions, the scale be- 
ginning with 0 at the 4° O. point, and 
sending to fifty at the 25° O. point. 
These subdivisions are easily and ac- 
curately read to half divisions so that 
the scale is read to hundredths. Then 
upon accurate readjustment it was

Without correction for 
expansion of the flask the increase in 
volume for 26° O. (4° to 25°) is just 100 
divisions of scale, giving a mean value 
of 4° 76|-divisions to each 1°O. But 
the expansion for the first six de- 
— (4° to 10° O.)-is only six div- 
ions of scale, or one division to each 
1° C. while the expansion for the last 
five degrees (20° to 26° C) is forty-four 
divisions, or.8.8 divisions to each 1° 
O. This scale adapts the flask to tak- 
ing specific gravities at all the or- 
dinary standards of temperature, and 
adapts it to correction by readjust- 
ment at any time in case of contrac- 
tion of the glass by age. It also en- 
ables the observer to watch the 
changes in the height of the column 
of liquid and to know accurately when 
it ceases to rise or fall. When ac- 
curately se the weights were 
taken on a fine balance to 0°0001 gram 
when chemically clean,and also when 
the sto - op was to be lightly lubri- 
cated with soft paraffine,—thege tares

The bottle, properly filled, and 
loaded with a leaden collar to steady 
it, was always used ina glass water- 
bath, the water of the bath being kept 
above the level of the reading lines,and 
these —— through the glass and 
water. e thermometer was sus- 
pended in ae bath with the bulb o 
posite to the upper part of the bottle, 
and was also read through the glass 
and water; and a wooden stirrer was 
used to ‘keep the water uniform 
throughout. hen the temperature 
of the bath had been held steady to 
the required temperature for ten 
minutes after the columa in the tube 
had ceased to rise or fall, the adjust- 
ment to the required graduation mark 
was made by passing the long capil- 
lary pipette and the very narrow stri 
of blotting card paper down throu 
the tubulure in the stopper. In order 
to know how nearly the temperature 
of the liquid in the bottle agreed with 
that of the water of the bath, a pair

In the New York Medical Journal, January 28th, 1893, appeared an article by William A. Hammond, entitled:

Subsequently Dr. Hammond widely disseminated through the mails and by publication in the Mew England Med- 
ical Monthly (Dr. Wile) a circular over his own signature, not only attacking us unjustly, but ina manner most scurril- 
ous and unbecoming to an officer, a professional man or a gentleman. He also threatened us, through his attorneys in 
New York, with dire penalties if we did not cease the sale of the articles. 

The development of the fact that the paper in the New York, Medical Journal was written and published for merce- 
nary purposes led us to doubt the statements of the author of the article, and incidentally we were induced to have the 
value of ‘‘Cerebrine” as manufactured by Hammond, and ‘‘Cerebrin” as made by ourselves, therapeutically and physio- 
logically tested. As a result, we are now convinced that both ‘‘Cerebrine” (Hammond) and ‘‘Cerebrin” (P. D. & Co.) 
will not respond to Dr. Hammond’s claims. 

We, therefore, announce, that while we are prepared and willing to supply ‘‘Cerebrin,” as manufactured by us 
after our formula, in response to all demands, that we have grave doubts as to the merits of thearticic. and, therefore, 
present our apology ‘to the medical profession for the error into which we were unwittingly led by the Mew York Medi- 
cal Jnurnal.

Cod Liver Oil.—The inquiry from 
interior buyers is increasing in vol 
ume anda fair amount of business 
for the season is reported. Accord- 
ing to quality and brand quotations 
range from $19@22. 

Ergot —Prices do not enhance, de- 
spite the continued strong advices 
from abroad,and local transactions 
are at former figures, 

Glycerine.—Crude glycerine is ex 
pensive and refipers are very firm in 
their prices for the pure article, which 
to. day is worth 13%@l6c, as to pack- 
age. 

Guarana,—This article continues to 
offer at $105@1 10, as to quantity, 
but the demand is temporarily lim- 
ited and it is intimated that a lower 
range would be acceptable, 

Insect Powder.—The market re 
mains firm under moderate supplies 
and continued strong reports from 
the other side, and we quote the 
former range of prices. 

Isinglass.—A fair inquiry has been 
experienced in a jobbing way for Rus- 
sian, which is selling at $3 75@4, but 
American is neglected. 

Menthol,--We are given sales of 100 

lbs at $3 60, but most holders are ask- 
ing more. and from $3 70@4 25 as to 
brand is required. 
' Quicksiiver.—Though quotably un- 
changed, the market is said to be 
stronger. Atthe moment but little 
business is being done, and the range 
of 50@52ec is prevailing. At San 
Francisco the market is quotable at 
$40 for 60 flask shipments, and $40 50 
for aless quantity. The movement 
there during the past week was 
as follows: Receipts January, 
1893, 2,260 flasks; February, 2,388 
flasks; March, 1,588 flasks; April, 
1,460 flasks; May, 2,389 flasks; June, 
2,789 flusks; July, 2,014 flasks; total 
since August 1, 300 flasks; total since 
January 1, 15,188 flasks. Correspond- 
ing period 1892, 12,234 flasks. 

Sponges.—A very quiet situation is 
generally reported, but there are ex- 
ceptions to this, and some houses 
claim to have experienced a sharp re- 
vival of trade. Stocks are light, and 
prices are firm and tending higher. 
We quote medium Rock Island, $2 70 
@3, and Key at $2 25@2 45, as to hold- 
er. Theseason forequinoctial storms 
being near at hand, it is regarded as 
certain that fishing operations on the 
Florida coast will be virtually sus- 
pended for some time to come, there 
by prolonging the scarcity of certain 
lines of goods, 

Baisams. 

Copaiba.—Important business is 
yet in abeyance, the wants of consu- 
mers being represented by small pur- 
chases. olders are quoting Oentral 
American at the steady range of 34@ 
36c. 

Fir.—We hear of only a routine 
movement in the different kinds. 
Canada is inquired for to a limited 
extent, and the market is quotable at 
$2 45@2 80. Oregon balsam is obtain- 
able at 75@B85c. 

Peru.—the market is dull and 
lower, and most holders are disposed 
to shade last week’s quotations. Lon- 
don advises a heavy decline in values 
there, with only a restricted demand. 
Here the current requirements of the 
trade indicate a diminished interest 
in the article, and the closing is weak 
at $1 3U@1 50. 

Lolu —This balsam retains the same 
features recently commented on, and 
quotations are 22@2é6c. 

Barks. 

The general market is featureless 
and there are no elements at work 
calculated to produce an early mate- 
rial alteration of he situation. An- 
gostura bark is jobbing quietly at the 
former range, buckthorn shows no 
improvement, the demand being very 








light; cascara sagrada is still attract- 
ing some interest and the late ad- 
vance is well maintained, 7@8c bein 
the range. Holders of soap bark 
have not yet ceased their warlike 
methods and the article is still un- 
settled, former figures being quot- 
able. Sassafras is passing out in 
moderate lots on jobbing orders and 
the market is steady at 64%@7c. 
Beans. 

Tonka.—Prices continue firm but 
at the moment business is extremely 
quiet, only jobbing parcels.being in- 
quired for. Angostura beans are 
quotable at $1 75@1 90. 

Vanilla.—The views of holders are 
still high and on current transactions 
the quoted range is steadily upheld. 
There has been no business of conse- 
quence since our last and the demand 
has consisted of small orders for 
present consumptive requirements, 
The largest single sale that came 
under our notice was a parcel of five 
cans Mexican of medium quality 
which brought $9. The general mar- 
ket ia steady at $5@13 for Mexican 
and $4@9 for Bourbon. 

Berries. 

No important developments have 
occurred in this department since we 
last reviewed the market. Business 
is very quiet and light in all articles. 

Cubebs.—A slow movement is re- 
ported and values range from 25@32c 
asto quality, and the tendency is 
downward. Powdered cubebs are 
held at 40@650c. 

Juniper.—This berry is inquired 
for to a limited extent and the exist- 
ing demand is being met at 1%c. We 
are reported 50 bags sold at that 
figure. 

fish Berries.—There has been no 
recent change in this article, the dis- 
tribution being only seasonable and 
prices remaining at 34%@4c. 

Essential Olis. 

The present week was marked by 
duiloess, and no features of interest 
seem to be in prospect. 

Bergamot —A light jobbing move- 
ment has characterize trading, and 
this oil is being invoiced at $2 25@ 
275, according to holder and make, 

Cassia.—T here was no actionof par- 
ticular interest this week, but the es- 
sence does not offer below 7ic. Re- 
ports from Hong Kong indicate a 
quiet market there, but holders are 
not looking for lower prices. 

Peppermint.—Tke market shows an 
eacier tone, but there has been no 
movement of importance to chronicle, 
and values are withoutchange. Bulk 
oil, in jobbing parcels, is obtainable 
at $2 40@2 60, but it is opined that 
bids would be acceptable at reduced 
figures for considerable quantities, 

Rose.—Holders of rose oil are gen- 
erally asking full quotations, and on 
current sales advanced prices seem to 
be the rule. Thisis due to the reports 
from the producing countries where 
the crop is thought to have turned 
out less than was expected. We 
quote the range at $6 76@7 50, and 
note a moderate inquiry. 

Sandalwood.—This oil is meeting 
with slow sale, some grades being 
available at $1 95, while up to $6 is re- 
quired for the best known brands. 


Flowers. 
Arnica.—Dealers are holding stocks 
at 11@12c, and at this a seasonable 
movement is in progress. The tenor 
of prices inclines to firmness. 
Chamomile.—While the supply of 
new crop flowers is apparently suffi- 
cient for current requirements, hold- 
ers are not striving for business ex- 
cept at full prices. German is quota- 
ble at 23@28c for new goods and 15@ 
20c for old stock, while Roman is 
worth 25@28c for this year’s growth, 
and 16@2Uvce for old.

Asafelida,—This gum holds its 
firmness, though it is not quotably 
higher than when we wrote last week. 
Stocks here are very light and at Lon- 
don none is available. 

Camphor.—Manufacturers are not 
quoting below 48c in barrels and 49c 
in cases, but second hands are closing 
out their remaining holdings at about 
2c under these figures. 

Chicie.—This article is weak and de- 
clining, buyers. it is claimed, being 
able to supply themselves at 33@35c, 
and it is intimated that a firm bid of 
30c on quantities would not be turned 

down by holders. We note the arri-

the chemical market this week 
is an advance of 10c per 100 
lbs on caustic soda by the agents of the 
United AlkaliOo. This is probably a 
result of the coal strike in England, 
which has made it difficult for the 
large chemical works to obtain their 
regular supplies of salt. This is only 
the second change which has been 
made in the prices of caustic soda 
since the United Alkali Co. established 
their agency in the United States, 
and it is a striking proof of the excel- 
lent management of that great cor- 
poration, which has resulted in the 
consumers knowing that their raw 
materials will not be subject to 
violent fluctuations. There is 
not much _ of _ interest to be 
said of the other light chemicals, ex- 
cept that there is rather more demand 
for spot goods, all of which shows 
that consumers are replenishing their 
stocks. which have been allowed to 
run low. Late mail advices from Liv- 
erpool say the position of the market 
in the alkali trade is generally firm, 
as a consequence of limited fuel sup- 
plies.

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The German Tar Distilling Industry, 


In describing the various chemical 
exhibits from Germany at the World’s 
Fair, Kuhlow’s Review gives an ac- 
count of the tar distilling industry in 
that country, which is treated under 
the following headings: 

1, The obtainment and working up 
of wood tar, which is carried out in 
the richly wooded districts of Ger- 
many (Hess, Alsace. Silesia). 


Dry 
beach wood is distilled in retorts. 


The residual charcoal finds a good,, 


market, and the distillate is utilized 
for the preparation of methyl alcohol, 
acetic acid, acetone and creosote. 

2, The distillation of brown coal or 
lignite is exclusively carried out in 
the Prussian province of a The 
coal is slowly heated in special re- 
torts, the residual coke (Grude) is 
used for burning purposes, and from 
the distillate are extracted paraffin, 
solar oil and lubricating oils, In the 
year 1880, in the 20 faetories of the 
rt of Saxony with a total num- 

er of 1,536 retorts, 9,458.603 tons of 
lignite were distilled, yielding 48,421 
tons of tar. From these were ob- 
tained : ; 

7,600 tons paraffine 

700 tons solar oil 

50,000 tons lubricating and gas oils 

1,500 tens creosote and asphaltum 
total value 10,000,000 marks. 

3. The distillation of the tar ob- 
tained as a by-product in the manu- 
facture of gas. This manufacture 
has undergone vast expansion and 

eneralization in Germany, although 
the consumption of gas per head of 
the population has not reached by a 
ogee the figures which hold good 
for England, France and the Eastern 
States of North America. The larg. 
est consumption of gas takes place in 
the Rhine country and the large 
towns of north Germany. By frac- 
tional distillation and purification of 
the raw products, the following are 
the principal substances obtained : 

a. Light tar oils containing benzol, 
toluol and xylol. 

b. Phenol. 

c. Naphthaline. 

d. Anthracene. 

e. Creosote oils. 

J. Pyridine. 

The first four on the list are the 
raw materials of the manufacture of 
artificial coloring matters and chemi- 
cal preparations, the creosote oils are 
used for the pickling of railway 
sleepers, and pyridine finds its appli- 
cation in the so called denaturation 
of alcohol. 

4. The manufacture of coke with 
saving of the by-products. This re- 
cently established and rapidly devel- 
oping industry is similar in principle 
to the manufacture of-gas, but turns 
out coke for blast furnaces as a main 

roduct; the gas. obtained is used as 

uelfor the ovens, and the yapors 

thrown off by the coal are condensed 
asin gas making. The tar thus ob- 
tained is further worked up like gas 
tar, and yields the same products, 
The consumption of tar distillates is. 
so large in Germany that consider- 
able geste are still being intro- 
duced from England, France and the 
United States. 

5. The refining of crude petroleum, 
which may be looked upon as a pro- 
duct of dry distillation carried on in 


























the interior of the earth. There are 
three petroleum districts in the Ger- 
man Empire, but none of them bears 
comparison with either the Caucasian 
or American districts. They are 
therefore quite unable to cover the 
consumption in Germany. In 1886, 
41,000 barrels of crude oil were ob- 
tained from the German wells. A 
number of works is engaged in the 
purification of this material, as well 
as of crude oil imported from abroad.

Borax Mines and Mining. 

Nearly all the boracic deposits here- 
tofore discovered have been found in 
the form of incrustations on the sure 
face of marsh lands,of nodules buried 
beneath the surface or of crystals im- 
bedded in the mud at the bottom of 
shallow lakes. In a few instance 
these deposits are found interstrati- 
fled with layers of earth and rock, the 
entire formation being in a horizontal 
position, as seen atseveral points in 
the Death Valley, the Mining and 
Scientific Presssays. But only in the 
Calico district, San Bernardino 
county, does.one of these boracic de 
posits occur in the form of a regular 
veln, so uplifted that it requires to be 
exploited after the manner of a 
quartz or other ore- bearing lode. 

The deposit is located on the south- 
easterly slope of the Calico Mountains 
or, rather, on a mage = 4 spur of that 
range. This lode, which outcrops at 
intervals for nearly three miles, has 
an east and west course and a south 
erly inclination, The slate mines are 
inclosged in sandstone, superimposed 
upon which is a brecciated rock, evi- 
dently of volcanic origin. The crude 
material here consists of that variet, 
of the borate of lime known as col- 
manite, Itis ofa vitreous adaman- 
tine luster, and exceeding rich in an- 
hydrous boracic acid. 

The contents of the fissure are 6 
feet thick, and at a depth of over 200: 
feet hold this proportion in nearly 
pure mineral. The deposit has been 
opened by several shafts, standing 
one hundred feet apart, these being 
connected by drifts and levels. The 
material being easily broken down 
but a small working force is requir 
in the mine. All that is abnormal 
about this deposit of borax is easily 
accounted for. Originally, it was, no 
doubt, deposited at the bottom ofa 
lake, where, later on, great floods 
ene down a quantity of sediment, 
which covered itup. Inthe course of 
time this sediment having been con- 
verted into rock, The whole was then 
lifted up by some great convulsion 
of pature, and left standing at its 
present angle, this movement having 
been most likely of a seismic char- 
acter, 

In the early history of the borax in- 
dustry the works put up for the man- 
ufacture of this salt were of a very 
rude and primitive style. Owing to 
the great cost of lumber, this article 
had to be economized to the utmost, 
the crystallizing yats and other por- 
tions of the plant being left uncov- 
ered. Butin the hot and desiccated 
atmosphere that for two-thirds of the 
year prevails in that region this was 
no detriment. so long as the workmen 
could be protected in part at least 
from the rays of the:sun, which here 
strike down with a killing heat the 
whole day long. '

The Rev. 8S. Baring Gould, writes 
an interesting article in the Graphic 
on “Arsenic works on the Tamar.”’ 
The great source of arsenic in Eng- 
land is the famous mine known as 
the Devon Great Consols. Early in 
the present century a spur of hill on 
the Tamar had attracted the atten- 
tion of mining speculators. Money 
had been sent there without result 
other than that of exhausting the 
pockets of the shareholders, when, 
with great difficulty a fresh company 
was formed in 1844 to make another 
attempt; and only nine feet below the 
point at which the mine had been 
abondoned one of the finest lodes of 
copper ore ever discovered wasstruck. 
It was 30 feet wide and a mile in 
length. At the end of ten months che 
company divided £70,000. The lode 
was worked for twenty-eight years 
and then gave out. It would have 
been abandoned before’ this had not 
the waste thrown out as worthless 
when copper was sought proved rich 
in arsenie. The Devon Great Consuls 
is now resolved into arsenic works. 
Copper is still raised, but in compar- 
atively small amount, and is des- 
patched to South Wales, there to be 
smelted. As it takes 4 tons of coal to 
sme t 1 ton of copper, it is obviously 
advisable to carry the ore to the coals, 
and not bring the coals to the ore, 
Besides copper ore, the mine had 

lelded vast quantities of mundic, 
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the Phosnician diety, as eertain wise- 
acres would have it, any more than 
has Ball’s Pond, in London, After 
washing and “jigging’’—that is, sift- 
ing—the arsenical pyrites is con- 
veyed to the first calciner, where it is 
burnt with low-class coal and pro- 
duces “arsenic-soot’’--that is, arsenic 
so mixed with smoke-soot from the 
coal as to be of a grey color. The ar- 
senic and soot are deposited com- 
bined in the chimney, or condenser. 
This is scraped out and taken to the 
second calciners to be purified. 

The calciners consist ot revolving 
iron drums, through which a fire of 
anthracite coal is carried on rotating 
iron furnaces kept red-hot, to which 
the arsenical soot is fed, the arsenic 
being sublimed and condensed ‘as 
white as a hound’s tooth,” to use the 
local expression. 

The calcining of the arsenic is let 
out to the workmen. Three men in 
four weeks will make 100 tons of ar- 
senic ; if they make more they receive 
extra premium; if they burn the ar- 
senic badly, so that it is wasted, they 
are fined, and the fine has been 
known to amount to 30s. Some years 
ago arsenic-soot fetched from 28 6d 
7 168 a ton ;it is now worth from £7@ 

10s. 

The chimney in which the arsenic 
is condensed is a mile long, carried 
on anincline up the hill, with iron 
doorsin the side. As the hot blast 
passes up the chimney it deposits a 
crust of arsenic crystals on the brick- 
work all round to the depth of from 2 
to 3 inches, and it deposits minute 
dust of crystals on the floor. Before 
the smoke passes into the upright 
chimney, the height of which is 125 
feet, it has to traverse a shower of 
water, which catches what remains 
of the arsenic, after which what 
passes forth is nothing but sulphur- 
ous acid. 

The crystals of arsenic are scraped 
out of the flue, or condenser, whilst 
still warm, and are ground in a mill 
to flour of arsenic, after which it is 
packed in small barrels, containing a 
little over 3 cwt. 

The men who work the arsenic 
either raking up the arsenic soot, or 
scraping out the condensers, or grind- 
ing it in the mill, are obliged to wear 
mufflers over their mouths and noses, 
to prevent them from inhaling the 
particles. The arsenic-workers are 
obliged to wash themselves _ thor- 
oughly every day on returning from 
the works, as the arsenic is liable to 
produce sores wherever it lodges in 
wrinkles and folds of the flesh, es- 
pecially about the mouth and nostrils, 
the wrists and ankles, and under the 
arms—In fact, wherever perpiration 
lodges. Asarule, it only does this 
when the worker is careless about his 
personal cleanliness. Otherwise the 
work is healthy; it prevents all eo

zema: and the fumes of sulphurous 
acid, as well as the argenical dust,«are 
fatal to the germs of disease—such as 
scarlet fever. Eventually the work- 
men may come to suffer from the 
chronic arsenical symptoms, which 
are—loss of appetite, silvery coating 
to the tongue, nausea, frontal head- 
ache, languor, sleeplessness, and 
anemia. When this is the case,they 
have to give up the work entirely, but 
many remain at the works for a great 
many years without suffering; but 
these are men who have been scrupu- 
lous about their personal cleanliness, 
and have not been careless concern 
— mufflers. 

The vapor of the burning pyrites 
contains not arsenic only but also 
sulphur, the iron cinder is cast away, 
the arsenic is condensed ; by the time 
the upright shaft is reached, the va- 
por is reduced almost entirely to sul- 
phorous acid. The water floating 
away from the chimney is like soapy 
water, so charged is it with sulphur, 
and the fume blasts the vegitation 
for some distance round, making 
Blaneh Down an eye sore in the land-

hen the upright shaft has to be 
entered, for one purpose or another, 
the effect on the eyes is most painful 
—it isas though they were smitten 
with vitriol. The men wear linen 
garments lined with fiannel, and the 
sulphuric-acid fume will completely 
destroy the linenin a few moments, 
leaving the flannel intact, so that the 
men gointo the shaft in linen and 
come out cladin wool. Happily the 
necessity for entering the shaft is not 
of frequent occurrence, or they would 
lose their sight.
